JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. I.—Cor­ 
porations which sell their products to 
local wholesalers in Missouri and 
maintain a force 
of 
“missionary” 
.salesmen to get orders for the whole­ 
salers for their products are doing 
business in the 
state 
within the 
meaning of tho corporation laws of 
Missouri, and are liable for all the 
state taxes applying to corporations, 
according 
to 
a 
letter 
sent 
by 
Harry C. Wilson, special assistant 
attorney 
general, 
to Secretary of 
State Charles U. Becker. 
It is pointed out by the letter that 
information has been received by At­ 
torney General Barrett that a num­ 
ber of unlicensed 
foreign 
corpora­ 
tions are doing business in Missouri 
in that manner, without having first 
compiled with the state statutes, and 
that such corporations are liable to 
the Missouri 
corporation 
fees, the 
franchise and the income tax. 
A 
memorandum of court decisions ap­ 
plying to the m atter was enclosed in 
the letter and a request was made 
to the secretary of state, through the 
corporation department of his office, 
o /take the necessary action. 
Secretary of 
State 
Becker 
and 
Frank T. Stockard, head of the cor­ 
poration department of the office, de­ 
clared that no reports of violations 
of this kind have 
been 
received. 
Both stated that if any foreign cor­ 
porations were guilty of violations 
that rival jobbers in the territory 
would no doubt immediately report 
them.
